Suppression of the Third Internat- 


ionale has been suggested to Secre- 
tary Hughes as one of the terms this 
government should insist upon as an 
evidence of good faith, and it is un- 
derstood that the suggestion is recelr- 
ing serious consideration. It is argu- 
ed the second congress of the Third 
Internationale held in Moscow last 
summer proclaimed the doctrine of 
world wide propaganda to bring about 
a world revolution and consequent de- 
struction of the capitalistic class and 
that so far as can be learned, this is 
still the chief object of the organiza- 
tion.

Recommends Dormant 


Spray During March' 


March is the best month to apply 


the dormant spray, according to T. H. 
Parks, extension entomologist at the 
Ohio State University. "This is ons 
of the most important sprays, and 
kills scale insects," he says. 


"One should apply either lime-sul- 


phur or a miscible oil . Lime-sulphur 
has value as a fungicide also, and is 
preferred by many fruit growers for 
this reason 
It prevents peach leaf- 


curl. On peach trees the lime-sulphur 
should be applied before the buds 
swell in the spring. It can be safely 
applied to apple trees up until the 
time the buds are opening 


"Miscible oils are quite 
effective 


against scale, but have very 
little 


fungicidal value. They are excellent 
for old apple trees badly infested with 
scale, because the oil has spreading 
qualities which enables it to better 
penetrate 
ur.der 
the 
rough 
bark.
